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LAS TRAMPAS TRAIL RIDE

Ninety six riders and their 
horses participated ina trailride 
in Redwood and Anthony Chabot reg- 
lonal parks on Saturday, Sep. 24. 

Communications for the ride 
timers and veterinarians were pro- 
vided by the Mt. Diablo Amateur 
Radio Club. We arrived at the ride 
Camp in Bort Meadow at 0600, located 
the ride director in the dust and 
confusion of the departing horses 
and trucks of their support crews, 
and proceeded to the first check 
point in Redwood Bowl (where George 
KI6YK had been waiting for some 
time). Dick AA6DL set up a station 
at the Base Camp, assisted at the 
start by Wayne WBE6WZV. Jim KA6IVF 
accompanied the ride director in 
her pickup and relayed instructions 
to all points. Wavne WB6WZV was 
soon moved to the Macdonald staging 
area (check point 2). Anticipated 
difficulties in "getting out" from 
this site did not materialize, in 
fact Wayne could communicate with 
the most distant location simplex. 

By about noon all =horses had 
passed check points 1 and 2, which 
were closed, and Wayne moved back 
to the Base Camp where he assisted 
Dick and later relieved him for the 
afternoon shift.

AN EXAMPLE OF COOPERATION

Every year for seventeen years 
on the weekend of Labor Day, the 
Valley Spokesmen stage the gigantic 
HEKATON BICYCLE CLASSIC. This 
competition involves four separate 
courses, flung over two counties 
through some of the most difficult 
terrain for cyclists to try their 
metal. Each year sees between 1200 
and 1500 perspiring entrants 
laboring steep hills and 
descending grades at lightning 
speed. The routes occasionally use 
the same areas. but for the most 
part are widely separated. The 
terrain varies from extremely long 
steep climbs and twisting descents 


up 


to level areas plagued by heavy 
traffic. 

The four courses’ are named 
"Hilly 100 Mile, Moderate 100 Mile, 
Metric Century (83 miles), and the 
25 Mile". The term moderate is open 
to interpretation. Even the 25 


miler has many hazardous moments. 

The "Valley Spokesmen" is a 
club of cycle enthusiasts who know 
how to organize such an event. They 
also are well aware of Amateur 
Radio and their dependency upon it 
for communication. This year South 
Contra*Costa County EC. K6TI, Carson 


Taylor, and the new EC for the City 
of Livermore-Alameda County, Ron 
Kane, WA6TGF, teamed up. By 


cooperating closely and bringing in 
ARES/RACES members form their 
respective areas, they achieved a 
level of effective communication 
not seen before in this event. 

The temperature in some areas

reached 111 degrees and all areas 
were very high. This factor 
contributed to the unusual number 
of riders needing rescue by the 
'sag' wagons. Two very severe 
medical emergencies were handled 
with dispatch. One required: ~ the 


rider to be evacuated from a hilly

terrain by helicopter to the trauma 


center at John Muir Hospital in 
Walnut Creek. After two hours of 
surgery he remained in very 
critical condition but would have 
had no chance of survival without 
amateur communication. The other 


accident involved three riders with 
varying degrees of injury. 

All medical was removed from 
the main net to the 440 MHz. band 
to facilitate handling. Each net 
control handled a common net 
frequency, an auxilliary 2 meter 
frequency and a repeater on 441.825 
MHz for medical. The control points 
were separated by 15 miles at the 
start/finish line and at a point in 
the center of the loops providing 
for miximum coverage. 

Repeaters used

In South Contra 
Costa the RACES/ARES’' machine was 
used for certain areasS aSsS_ were
